WASHINGTON. Sept. 4 — The 
United States handed Yugoslav ia a 
blank bill for damages today with 
a sharp notice that it expects Mar­ 
shal Tito's gov ernment to pay the 
full amount when it is written in. 
If Tito agrees, this country stands 
ready to write ‘'finished” to the in­ 
cidents 
in 
which 
two 
unarmed 
American 
transport 
planes 
were 
forced down by Yugoslav fighters 
at a cost of fiv e American liv es. 
Should Tito refuse, the United 
States might hav e to dust off its 
13-day old threat to tak e the case 
before the United Nations Security 
council. 
Most American officials concern­ 
ed with the m atter appeared to be­ 
liev e Tito would agree to indem­ 
nity terms, following his recent ex­ 
pression of regret ov er the incidents 
and assurances that they would not 
recur. 
Unpredicta ble 
But no one was willing to predict 
for the record the Yugoslav prem­ 
ier's reaction. 
The notice that the United States 
expects damages for the loss of life 
and property was contained in a 
3100-word note deliv ered by Under­ 
secretary of State William L. Clay­ 
ton to Drsergije Mak iedo, Yugo­ 
slav charge d’affaires, last night. 
The note in fact expressed surprise 
that Yugoslav ia had not v olunteered 
in adv ance to pay. 
Beyond that, Clayton, painstak ­ 
ingly citing numbers, dates, places 
and types of aircraft, denied a ser­ 
ies af Tito claims that American 
planes were flying v irtually at will 
ov er Yugoslav ia without permission. 
The American undersecretary de­ 
clared that th# alleged v iolations of 
Jugoslav teititory "must hav e been 
made by planes other than United 
States planes.” He did not elabor­ 
ate on that point. 
Tito had claimed 278 unauthoriz­ 
ed American flights ov er Yugosla­ 
v ia since July 16. 
In the latest Tito complaint, a 
note dated Aug. 30 and made pub­ 
lic yesterday, the Yugoslav gov ern­ 
ment asserted that "the deliberate 
and brutal infringement” of Yugo­ 
slav territory "can no longer be tol­ 
erated." The Yugoslav s asserted in 
that note that thev had not receiv ­ 
ed replies to earlier protests con­ 
cerning flights of American planes. 
Denies Tito's Claims 
“No American planes hav e flown 
¡ov er Yugoslav ia intentionally with­ 
out adv ance approv al of Yugoslav 
authorities unless forced to do so 
in an emergency," Clayton asserted. 
In that connection, Clayton de­ 
nied Tito’s contention that neither 
of the American transports forced 
down was ov er Yugosalv territory 
because of bad weather. 
The 
pilot of the 
plai.c ..hich 
crashed August 9 got off course, the 
American 
note said, 
because of 
“heav y 
clouds, 
icing 
and 
high 
winds.” 
But as for the August 19 crash, 
I Clayton said it was impossible to 
get complete information for a grim 
reason: “The pilot and crew of this 
unarmed American transport are 
dead, shot down by Yugoslav armed 
aircraft.”

Power Company Employes 
Approv e Strik e Call by 
1,008-580 Vote 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 
4.—Indus­ 
trial Pittsburgh girded today for its 
second 
power 
strik e 
in 
sev en 
months, following a strik e v ote by 
Duquesne Light Co. employees. 
Tlie work ers, members of the In­ 
dependent Association of Duquesne 
Light Co. Employees and Associated 
Companies, v oted 1,008 to 580 last 
night to call a strik e “as soon as 
possible" to enforce a wage increase 
and other contract demands. 
George I. Mueller, union presi­ 
dent, said a strik e "might be called 
within three or four days,” depend­ 
ing on work ing 
shift*, 
v acation 
schedules and other factors. 
A 30-dav strik e notice filed by 
the union in Washington under the 
Smith-Connally act, expired at mid­ 
night Saturday. 
Mayor Dav id Lawrence, who had 
been in almost continuous session 
with the company and union since 
Friday in an attem pt to av ert the 
stoppage, appealed to the pubUr to 
use ev ery influence It can on both

School starts and the motorist again faces his re­ 
sponsibility for the safety of children on their way to 


and from the classes. 
This urgency for caution has been impressed on the 
drivers and upon the pupils as well with the result 
th at there have been few accidents involving children 
who m ust use the streets and rural highways during 


the school year. 
Records show th at the youngsters face much great­ 
er peril while a t play than on their daily round trip 
to the schoolhouse and most drivers observe the cau­ 


tion signs fairly well. 
However, the general accident toll reflects a reck­ 
less spirit on the part of some motorists and there Is 
a danger that this will be carried into the school zone. 
The men behind the W'heel and the law enforcement 
officers must both keep a close watch to see th a t the 
safety lessons of the past are not forgotten. Parents 
and teachers also have an obligation.

Greeks Had No Name For This 
The popular decision in Greece to restore a m on­ 
archy was reached in a strange way. Each voter was 
given two ballots. One ballot was marked as an a f­ 
firmative vote to give King George II the throne he 
lost IO years ago under the M etaxas dictatorship. The 


other was blank. 
W hether the blank ballot was cast in th at form, or 
marked in favor of a republic. It became a vote against 
restoration of the m onarchy. But the ballots already 
m arked In favor of the m onarchy were votes against 
som ething too—the Communists who have been try ­ 
ing unsuccessfully to set up their version of a d icta­ 
torship in Qreece. 
Greece’s decision was not between a m onarchy and 
a republic. It was between a form of limited govern­ 
m ent under a constitution and a form of unlim ited 
government under a policy of political expediency. No 
people on earth have had longer or more varied ex­ 
perience with form s of government, but the Greeks 
had no name for what was offered to them this time. 
They made their decision in favor of m onarchy be­ 
cause In the topsy-turvy state of European politics in 
1946 monarchy is the liberal alternative to the kind 
of despotism being called republicanism. The differ­ 
ence is approxim ately the same as th a t between the 
two great powers competing for 
prestige In Greece. 
Russia, calling itself a union of republics, is a dicta­ 
torship of the Communist party. G reat Britain, call­ 
ing Itself a constitutional m onarchy, is a republic In 
everything but name Greece has decided to im itate 
B ritain.

There Is growing indication th a t this country has 
demobilized its fighting force at such a reckless rate 
th a t even second class powers now dare to treat us 
w ith Insolence. Many who believe th a t a sim ilar weak­ 
ness made us unable to keep the peace in 1916 and 
1941 are apprehensive regarding the future. 
A year ago the United States had the greatest force 
of arm s of any nation but when the shooting stopped 
there was such a stampede to get back Into civilian 
clothes and peacetime activities th a t all the branches 
have been reduced to a feeble shell of their form er 
power. 
We still 
have the world’s 
greatest navy but not 
enough men to operate it, we have best planes but are 
disposing of them In wholesale lots as surplus while 
th eir fliers get back Into civilian pursuits. 
We have 
only enough ground troops left to carry on occupation 
duties so long as everything runs smoothly. 
No one who reads the day’s news can believe that 
world affairs are so harmonious th a t this nation can 
afford to put off its arm or and allow rust to consume 
its weapons. It is high time th at conscription get under 
way and th at this nation m aintain and im plement Its 
m ilitary, uaval and a h effectiveness until such a time 
as real peace seems a t least a fair probability in all 
parts of the world where we m ight be involved. 
Weakness advocated by the peace-at-any-price ad­ 
herents didn’t keep us out of the last great wars. Isn’t 
it worth hoping th a t strength will keep us out of the 
next one or—better still—will keep the next one from 
developing?
